No. X.— THE WHITE HORSE. 


I uovr proceed to the sixth chapter of the 


Book of R«T«lation. 


" White" i* an emblem of righteousness — 


,'briit »ay» of the profeHor* of his name ia 
Sardis, who had not defiled their garments, — 
' They shall walk with me in white, for they 
are worthy." 


He who sits upon the white horse, in the 6th 


:hapter of the Revelation, represents the prim- 
tive Apostolic Christian Church, when the fol- 
lowers of the Crucified went forth, in the spirit 
of their Master and in garment* of white, con- 
quering and to conquer. In the 19th chapter 
of the Revelation, we see the Lord Jesus, the 
Captain of the armies ia heaven, himself sitting 
on a white horse, and followed by hi* mighty 
lout*, all on white horse*, and clothed in fine 
linen, white and clean, which is the righteous- 
liens of naints. 


Let us nut be led away by names without 


mcnuing — by forms and Imaginations without 
!>r>wur. Our heart* may burn with fanatic no- 
tions, or be cold with a formal orthodoxy. — 
Gladly would we ride upon the White Horse, 
a tul perhaps fancy that we do. Let u», then, 
ever bear in mind, that the white horse denotes 
righteousness. What says John, in his first 
epistle general 1 " Little children, let no man 
deceive you : he that doetk righteousness «» 
rijf/ittaui, even as He [the Lord Jesus] is right- 
eous. Ho that committi'th sin is of the devil." 


Heur the emphatic language of the Lord: — 


' Ho that bath my commandments, and ketpeth 
them, he it is that loveth me." " He that loveth 
UIH nut, kteptth not my sayings." No error is 
more fntal tban to suppose that we can be 
Christ'*, if we do the works of Satan. Where 
Christ in, there his disciples are. This is true 
of the bearen on earth, M well as of the celes- 
tial heavens. The armies in heaven on earth, 
follow the Faithful and True Captain "upon 
white bones," aa well as the saints in the hab- 
itation* of departed spirits. And, unless we do 


, we build upon sund. 
One came to Jesu* and said, Good Master, 


what good thing shall I do that I may have eter- 
nal lit'u ? This man thought he had kept the 
commandments from hit youth up. The com- 
mandments are alt founded upon supreme love 
to Ood, and love to your neighbor a* yourself. 
" But wliooo hath this world's good*, and eeeth 
bin brother have need, and shutteth up his bow- 
da of compassion from him, how dwelUth the 
lore of God in him J" Chritt applies the touch- 
stone : — " If thtni wilt bo PERFECT, go and tell 
thnt tbou bait and give to the poor, and thou 
shalt have treasure in heaven : and come and 
fallow me.

Why, then, U the primitive Apostolic Church

The BOOM having under consideration, a* in 


Committee of the Whole on the ttate of the 
Union, the reference of the President'* Mes- 
sage to the appropriate committees, 
Mr. SMITH, of New York, said: 
It U natural, Mr. Chairman—nay, it is almost 


necessary—that, from the difference in our tern, 
perament, oar education, our pursuits, and OUT 
jircumitanoes, we should take different views of 
many a subject which comes before us. But, 
if we are only kind in expressing these view*, 
and patient in listening to them, no harm, bat, 
on the contrary, great good, will come from our 
discussion. 


As this i* the first time I have had ihe floor, 


it may be well for me now to confess that I am 
in the habit of freely imputing errors to my fel- 
low-men. Perhaps I shall fall into this habit 
on the present occasion. It may be a bad hab- 
it. But is it not atoned for by the fact that I do 
not claim that I am myself exempt from error*: 
that I acknowledge that I abound in them; and 
that I am ever willing that those whom I assail 
shall make reprisals ? I trust. Sir, that 10 long 
as I shall have the honor to hold a seat in this 
body I may be able to keep my spirit in a teach- 
able posture, and to throw away my errors as 
fast as hou or able gentlemen around me shall 
convince me of them. 


I have risen, Mr. Chairman, to make some 


remarks on that portion of the President's Mes- 
sage which it wag proposed, a few momenta 
since, to refer to the Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs. 


The message endorses, fully and warmly, the 


conduct of the Administration in the cttse of 
Martin Koszta. For my own port, I cannot be- 
stow unqualified praise on that conduct. Scarce- 
ly upon Capt.Ingraham can I bestow cuch praise. 
It is true that I honor him for his brave mid jnst 
determination to rescue Koazta; but I would 
have had him go ft step further than he did, and 
insist on Kcuzta'a absolute liberty. I would have 
had him enter into no treaty, and hold no terms 
with kidnappers. I would have had him leave 
nothing regarding Koazta'a liberty to the discre- 
tion of the French Consul, or any other Consul; 
to the discretion of the French Government, or 
any other Government. Konztawas an Ameri- 
can subject—a kidnapped American subject— 
and hence the American Government was bound 
to set him, immediately and unconditionally, 
free. But Captain Ingraham represented the 
American Government. For that occasion he 
was the American Government. 


For saying what I have here said, I may ap- 


pear very inconsistent in the eyes of many, who 
Know my opposition to all war; for they may re- 
gard Capt. Ingraham as having been ready to 
wage war upon Austria—as having, indeed, ac- 
tually threatened her with war. But, notwith- 
standing my opposition to all war, I defend Capt. 
Ingraham'a purpose to u«e force, should force 
become necessary. I believe that such purpose 
ia in harmony with the true office of ctvil gov- 
ernment. I hold, that an armed national police 
ia proper, and that here was a fit occasion for 
using it, had moral influence failed. But to be- 
lieve in this U not to believe in war. It is due 
to truth to add that Capt. Ingraham should not 
be charged with designing war upon Austria.— 
Why should he be thus charged f lie had, prop- 
erly, nothing whatever to do with Austria, nor 
with the Austrian Consul. There was no occa- 
sion for his doing with either of them. For him 
to have supposed that Austria, er any of her au- 
thorities, could be guilty of kidnapping, would 
have been to insult her and them. He had to 
do only with the kidnappers, who were restrain- 
ing Koazta of his liberty t and all he had to do 
with these kidnappers was to compel them to 
an unconditional and immediate surrender of 
their prey. 


I will say, by the way, that I do not condemn 


the conduct of our Minister, Mr. Marsh, in re- 
lation to Koszta, for tbe good reason, that lam 
not sure what it was. If it were, as it is reported 
to have been, I trust that both the Administra- 
tion and the whole country will condemn it. 


It in denied, in certain quarters, that Knszta 


was an American subject. But Secretary Mar- 
cy has argued triumphantly that, in the light oi 
international law, he was. I regret that he had 
not proceeded to argue it in other light alao. 
regret that he had not proceeded to show that, 
even if admitted international law is to tbe con- 
trary, nevertheless, by the superior law of rea- 
son and justice, Koirta was an American sub- 
ject. I regret that he had not proceeded to 
publish to the world, that, when a foreigner be- 
comes an inhabitant of this land, abjures allegi- 
ance to the Government he has left, and places 
himself under the protection of oars, and the 
American Government will protect him, and 
that, too, whether with or without international 
law, and whether with the world or against the 
world. In a word, I regret that the Secretary 
did not declare, that if international law shall 
not authorize the American Government to pro- 
tect such a one, then American law shall. It U 
high time that America should justify herself in 
such a, case by something more certain and au- 
thoritative than European code*. It is high timo 
that she should base her justification, in such a 
case, on the immutable and everlasting princi- 
ples of reason and justice. 


I may; be asked, whether I would allow that 


the subject of a foreign Government, who is al- 
leged to be charged with an offense, and who 
hat fled to onr country, can find shelter in bis 
oath of allegiance to our Government T I an- 
swer, that I would not allow him to be kid- 
napped; and that if his former Government 
wapts him, it must make a respectful call on 
our Government for his extradition. I add, that 
I would have our Government the sole judge of 
the fact whether he i* charged with an offense; 
and al*o, the sole judge whether the offense with 
which he may be charged is a crime—a real 
and essential crime—for which he should be 
surrendered} or a merely conventional and nom- 
inal crime, for which he should not'be surren- 
dered. 


A few word* in regard to the charge that 


Captain Ingraham invaded the right* of a neu- 
tral State. It is to be regretted that the Secre- 
tary did not positively and pointedly deny the 
truth of this charge. I aainit, that no denial of 
it was needful to bit argument with Mr. Hulse- 
xnann. The denial would, however, have been 
useful. No, tin Captain Ingraham did not vio- 
late the rights of' Turkey. But, although 
America cannot b* justly charged with vio- 
lating the right* of Turkey, Turkey neverthe- 
lee* can be justly charged with violating the 
rights of America. She violated tke right* of 
America, inasmuch a* ihe failed to afford to 
Koicta the protection which ihe owed him. If 
the U not fairly chargeable with permitting him 
to be kidnapped, «he nevertheless k foirhr 
chargeable with permitting him to remain kid- 
napped, and that i* virtually the tame thing.— 
To say that Captain Ingrahata violated the 
rights of Turkey It wnneate. It it nonsense, If 
for no other reason than that ihe had no right* 
In the cue to be violated. She had none for the 
simple reason that she coffered her lam to be 
tilent The only ground on which a neutral

identified with jaitiee, in the eye* of all the 
world, a* to make it* character for justice an 
effectual substitute for violence—as to make, ID 
a word, it* character for justice a Diffident pow- 
er to obtain justice. Were our country prover 
bial, the world over, for wisdom and goodness 
—were our love to God and nan known and 
read of all men—were every nation to know 
that, both at home and abroad, onr Government 
acta upon Christian principles—then, no nation 
would wrong us, and no nation would let aa be 
wronged. Then, if one of out people were kid- 
napped in a foreign land, as was Koszta, the 
Government of that land would promptly sur- 
render him at onr request. It would pass upon 
our title to the individual confidingly and gener- 
ously, rather than jealously and scrntinoualy. 


And even if it entertained much donbt of 


our title, it would nevertheless waive it, under 
the influence of its conviction that we aek 
nothing which we do not honestly believe to 
be our due, and that our character is such as 
richly to entitle us to all that Is possibly our 
due. 
Having such a character, onr moral force 


would supersede the application of our physi- 
cal force. Had physical force been needful to 
effect the deliverance of Koszta, it would have 
been needful merely because the American 
people and American Government lacked the 
moral character; or, in other words, the moral 
force, adequate to his deliverance. But, as I 
have already intimated, our nation ia no more 
deficient in ttiia respect tban other nations. 


I eaid, that I could not beetow unqualified 


praise on the Administration for its part in the 
Koszta affair 
In one or two of those passages 


of rare rhetorical beauty in his letter to Mr. 
Hulseman, Secretary Morcy insinuates the des- 
potic character of Austria. Now, I will not 
sny that there was impudent hypocrisy in the 
insinuation; but I will gay, that the insinuation 
waa in bad taste, and that it was bad policy.— 
A cunning policy would studiously avoid, in our 
diplomatic correspondence, all allusions to des- 
potism and oppression, lest such allusions might 
suggest to the reader comparisons between our 
country and other countries, that would be 
quite unfavorable to us. 


[CONCLUDED MONDAY.] 


Mr. DIXON, of Kentucky, yesterday offered an 


amendment in the Senate to Douglas's Nebras 
ka bill,legalizing and establishing slavery in that 
Territory. We are glad to see this. Now let 
gentlemen come to the vote. Let those who 
want slavery in Nebraska say BO, and let those 
who do not, say so. If it is Mr. Douglas's ob 
ject to introduce slavery into territory coneecra 
ted to freedem, or the object of any other North- 
ern man to do so, now ig the opportunity to de- 
clare himself. Let us have no professions of 
extraordinary fidelity to the South on this sub- 
ject, unless they can be backed up by something 
more substantial than words. If slavery is bet- 
ter than freedom, in the opinion of Senators and 
Representatives, let it be voted into Nebraska 
openly and fearlessly ; ifitis not, let it be voted 
oat and the door be shut against it.—New York 
Tribune, 17 th inst.
